Fifteen battle planes from Lang­ 
ley Field, Virginia, Were ordered to 
the scene of fighting by the war de­ 
partment. 
The miners apparently greeted the 
arrival of federal troops and con­ 
sidered having won a victory in hav­ 
ing the government send regulars to 
take 
over control of the southern 
counties. 
Reports brought 
into 
the head­ 
quarters 
of the defending deputies 
say miners are retiring from .Madison 
and Ethel. The reports indicated that 
the miners army is being heavily re­ 
inforced and the fighting is contin­ 
uing at new points. 


Lewis Sees Only One Hope 
For Peace in West Virginia 
Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. I.— 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
Toited Mine 
Workers 
in a 
statement written today for the 
United Press, 
declared there 
will he no lasting peace in the 
West Virginia mine war until 
the army of private detectives 
maintained by the coal opera­ 
tors are removed from Logan, 
McDowell, Mercer 
and Mingo 
counties. 
After giving the grievances 
of the miners and comparing 
the conditions 
in these four 
counties to conditions existing 
in fields of organized miners 
nearby, the noted mine ehief- 
tian declared: 
“ Under these circumstances 
can one think that the mine 
workers can not indulge in re­ 
sentment in assem bling in war 
to protest these outrages.”
